Was described today as 
“the only way to assure 
social security protection 
in future years for self- 
employed people.” 

In a joint notice to self- 
employed people, Harry N, 
Scott, social security dis- 
trict manager, and A, J. 
O'Donnell, Jr., District Di- 
rector of Internal Revenue, 
advised that the 1964 
Federal income tax returns 
(Form 1040) must be filed 
on or before April 15, 1965, 

Mr. O'Donnell stated 
that a self-employed per- 
son must file a tax return 
and pay the self-employ- 
ment tax if net earnings 
for the year were at least 


$400, even if no income 
tax is payable, 
Mr. Scott reminded 


self-employed persons that 
any old-age, survivors, and 
disability insurance bene- 
fits payable to them and 
their families willbe based 
on reported earnings, 

If earnings are not re- 
ported or if they are in- 
correctly reported, benefit 
amounts may be reduced-- 
in some cases lost en- 
tirely--when the worker 
retires, becomes disabled, 
or dies, 

To illustrate the im- 
portance of reporting self 
employment earnings, Mr. 
Scott, cited the case of a 
young farmer with a large 
family.

under social security, in 
1955, Jim was too busy to 
give much thought to it,

Jim thought of social 
security as something for 
Older people like Jenkins, 
his neighbor, who was 
drawing old-age insurance 
benefits after 30 years of 
work as a machinist. Jim 
thought he could wait a 
bit before looking into this 
social security business, 

Jim changed his mind 
and decided to look into 
this ‘‘business’’ after a 
speaker at his local farm 
association explained so- 
cial security’s survivors 
benefits, It reminded him of 
his wife and small son. 

He filed an income tax 
return and paid the social 
security tax for 1958, Pro- 
fits were small that year. 
He also filed and paid for 
1959, 1960, and 1961, but 
profits were a little bet- 
ter, But then Jim lost his 
health; late in 1962 he died, 

Jim’s widow applied for 
social security benefits for 
herself and the child, These 
benefits are now helping 
her to hold on to the farm,

Will the Truth Ever Be Known? 


TH ERE was a certain Ameri- 

can Embassy official known 
only as “E.S.”, who had a long 
history of sery- 
ice in the State 
Department and 
had attained 
high rank. He 
became an un- 
dercover agent 
for the Soviet 
Union, He was 
recalled from 
Warsaw ‘and 
questioned by 
the F.B.I. and 
the C.I.A. Irre- 
futable evidence 
that he was a 
communist ag- 
ent was assem- 
bled and submitted to Attorney 
General Robert IF. Kennedy. 
High officials in Washington 
ruled that there would be no 
prosecution against “B.S.” and 
ordered that the case never be 
mentioned to anyone, not even 
members of congress. “E.S.” 
was permitted to resign quietly 
from the State Department, pick 
up his passport, and depart to 
Europe, leaving his wife in the 
United States. Will the Ameri- 
can people ever learn the truth 
about this case? 

Most of us are appalled by 
what we see around us both in 
this country and abroad. There 
is a shocking decline of moral 
standards, of truthfulness, of in- 
tegrity and honesty. There has 
been a general letdown of law 
enforcement against all kinds of 
crime and disorderly conduct. 
Judges find ingenuous excuses to 
dismiss cases where the guilt of 
the wrongdoer is not only known 
but admitted. The problem has 
been diagnosed by a distinguish- 
ed minister, Dr. Frederick 
Brown Harris, in the following 
words: 

“The most appalling loss in 
his gadget-mad day is not soil 
erosion, but soul erosion. The 
ethical topsoil in which alone can 
blossom truth, beauty, goodness, 
sympathy, pity, righteous indig- 
nation, civil courage, and God- 
fearingness is being eroded, ... 
With life denuded of its funda- 
mental beliefs, its loyalties, its 
. former gardening areas 
it are being turned in- 
aharas where nothing 
truly spiritual can find rootage.”’ 

How do we make a start 
toward recovering our loyalties 
and our fundamental principles?

To Cut the Gordian 


Knot 
King Gordius of Phrygia, ac- 
cording to Greek mythology, 
tied an intricate knot in the 
thong which connected the pole 
of his chariot to the yoke. An 


oracle declared that whoever un- 


tied the knot become 
master of Asia. 

Many tried to untie the knot, 
but it held fast. Finally, the 
story goes, Alexander the Great 
heard of the knot and came to 
try his skill. After carefully

| examining it, Alexander stepped 


back, drew his sword and cut 
the knot with one blow. 

The story gave rise to the ex- 
pression ‘‘to cut the Gordian 
knot'’ — to solve a difficulty by 
bold or unusual measures. 


Contrary to popular be~ 
lief, tm more often a wo- 
man becomes pregnant the 
more important it is for her 


to have close medical 
Superyibion. Dr. Leslie 
Quinlivan, of the Pittsburgh 
School vf Medicine, drew 
this conchusion after study- 
ing more than 47,900 wo- 
men whe had a varying 
number of pregnancies. He 
comments, ‘“‘The woman 
who has been pregnant sey~ 
eral times is not an easy 
obstetric case, The ha- 
zards do not decrease with 
every delivery.’’ 

Dr. Quinlivan found the 
maternal death rate four 
times higher in a group of 
women who had had six or 
more babies than in other 
groups, They suffered from 
acute high blood pressure, 
diseases of the placenta 
(the organ within the uterus 
to which the developing 
baby is attached and from 
which it receives norish- 
ment from the mother), 
ruptured uterus and other 
disorders more frequently 
than women who had had 
fewer pregnancies, 

Dr. Quinlivan’s report 
highlights the importance 


of prompt and continuous 


medical care throughout 
pregnancy for all women, 


Hundreds of wives be- 
tween the ages of 17 and 
47, married from periods 
of from one to 21 years, 
proved upon medical exam- 
ination to be virgins. 

They told psychologist, 
Doctor John Blazer who 
was doing a study of vir- 
ginity in married women, 
that they had refrained 
from having relations with 
their husbands for a variety 
of reasons: fear of pain, 
belief that the sex act is 
“nasty’’ or ‘‘wicked’’, fear 
of pregnancy, dislike of 
contraceptives, 

After studying: the re- 
plies, Doctor Blazer, who 
was formerly with the Men- 
tal Health Clinic, Bristol, 
Virginia, concluded that the 
one thing the women have 
in common is ignorance, 
None of the reasons given 
would be enough to account 
for the continuing failure to 
consummate a marriage, 
The doctor concludes that 
if the woman and her hus- 
band can obtain adequate 
scientific knowledge and 
guidance from a qualified 
doctor, nurse, or psycholo- 
gist, at least some of the 
women might be helped to 
Overcome their blocks and 
have anormal married life, 


There is substantial 
evidence that the distress 
of menopause experienced 
by one in every two women 
can be eased by supplying 
estrogen, a hormone which 
nature reduces sharply at 
that time, Menopause, with 
its hot flashes, sweats, 
nervousness, and fatigue, 
is primarily brought on by 
the shortage of estrogen 
which accompanies. the 
cessation of menstruation. 

New York obstetrician- 
gynecologist, Doctor Sher- 
win A, Kaufman, told Wo- 
men’s Medical News Ser- 
vice that many physicians 
prescribe oral doses of 
synthetic female hormones 
to prevent or eliminate the 
common menopausal 
symptoms, unless there is 
a medical reason not to do 
so. Dr. Kaufman, who is 


affiliated with New York du 


University Medical Cen- 
ter, comments; ‘‘Although 
doctors are not unanimous 
about the use of hormonal 
therapy, I believe there is 
no need for most women to 
suffer the disagreeable 
symptoms of menopause 
for months or years when 
there is a safe, effective 


way to alleviate such 
symptoms,”’ 
Hormonal therapy, 


Doctor Kaufman believes, 
may also give a woman 
some protection against 
other conditions associated 


with aging, such as core 
nary heart disease and the 
thinning and weakening ef 
bone structure (osteope 
rosis) which can lead 
crippling fractures. 

The effectiveness af 
hormonal therapy for woe 
men suffering the ill-efe 
fects of menopause has alse 
been reported in medical 
journals by Doctor Robert 
A, Wilson, of Methodist 
Hospital, Brooklyn, N.Y.; 
and Doctors Roger W, Rob- 
inson, William D, Co- 
hen, and Norio Higano, of 
‘Memorial Hospital, Wor- 
chester, Mass, These re- 
searchers reported using 
a birth control pill con- 
taining the female hor- 
mones as the medication, 


Prune Roses 
Early For 


Lovely Flowers 


The early bird gets the 
worm and the early 
gardener gets best re- 
sults--at least with roses. 

“By early, we mean late 
winter and early spring,’’ 
Says Troy Keeble of Au- 
burn University. And by 
results, the Extension Ser- 
vice horticulturist means 
blossoms, 

Keeble says that the 
main winter rose-tending 
Job is pruning. ‘Pruning 
is necessary to cut out dead 
and diseased wood, thin 
weak and crossing canes, 
and head back the more 
vigorous canes,” 

Though fall pruning may 
give good results, itisbest 
to do major pruning in late 
winter or early spring just 
before growth begins, How- 
ever, the best pruningtime 
varies with rose types, 

The horticulturist says 
roses are often damaged by 
unseasonable growth dur- 
ing the winter, Warm 
weather will cause the rose 
bush to begin growth and 
then a sudden freeze will 
seriously stunt the plant. 
A pruning schedule should 
avoid unseasonable growth 
if possible. 

Canes should be cut back 
when they fail to produce 
good blossoms. Make the 
cut just above the bud or 
graft union to allow new 


canes to develop, says 
Keeble, 
When pruning, never 


leave a stub. Cutona slight 
angle one-fourth inch above 
the bud, A moderate amount 
of thinning each year will 
encourage roses todevelop 
new canes from the base, 

Use pruning to shape and 
train roses, Thin an outside 
bud or lateral branch to 
make the plant spread; 
prune inside buds for up~ 
right growth, 

Keeble adds that, due to 
the great difference in 
roses, no general pruning 
pattern will work for all 
plants. So, your home or 
county agent can advise you 
about the different va- 
rieties and their growth 
habits,

An experiment. in Chi- 
cago has. sharply chal- 
lenged the future of the old 
Saying: ‘‘The rich get rich- 
er while the poor get chil- 
dren.’’ It turns out that 
the residents of poverty 
areas want smaller 
families than do the well- 
to-do, 

The problem, though, is 
that what poor and unedu- 
cated people want is not 
always what they get, which 
accounts for the fact that 
those least able to support 
large families are still 
having them. The conse- 
quences in public-wel- 
fare costs are enormous. 

These conclusions have 
been reached by Donald J, 
Bogue, professor of soci- 
Ology and director of the 
Community and Family 
Study Center of the Uni- 
of Chicago. Dr, 
Bogue, a leading popula- 
tion authority, revealed his 
findings after surveying 
over 1,500 families in Chi- 
cago’s low-income neigh- 
borhoods, 

When the Family Study 
Center asked people how 
they felt about family plan- 
ning to reduce births, 82,5 


percent said they either 
approved or approved 
strongly. Another 3 per-~ 


cent said they did not feel 
strongly either way. Only 
14 percent disapproved or 
disapproved strongly. 

“‘The poor citizens of 
Chicago really wanttohave 
fewer children,’’ Dr, Bogue 
said. ‘“‘The great majority 
are not imbued with an at- 
titude of indifference and 
irresponsibility about 
childbearing, and tothe ex- 
tent this indifference may 
have existed in the past, it 
is on the decline,”’
